The Passing Show 


By J. S. Cowper 
The refusal of the French Chamber 


to vote 
France's $20,000,000 war debt payment, the inability 
of Belgium to pay its quota and the qualification 
of Britain that her $95,500,000 payment is to be ap- 
plied to principal, and will be the last under the 
existing agreement, all spell a crisis. 


Happily the crisis in an illness of the body 
politic, like a crisis in e bodily ailment, is indication 
of a change. Where the factors are under control, 
and the welfare of cach is the ultimate welfare of 
all, any change from the pressure of war debts is 
bound to be for the better. 

All that the default of France and Belgium 
means in money loss to United States is something 
like “two bits” apiece for each person in United 
States. Though understanding of world economics 
is more difficult in United States than in any other 
modern country, owing to the insularity of her 
position and the parochial nature of her politics and 
politicians, it may yet be made elear to the freeborn 
American that the operation of his factories, the 
renewal of his trade and the end of serious unem- 
ployment, is better than collecting $1.25 per, year 
per capita from his allies. 

* & @ 

Britain's dramatic attempt at world rehabilita- 
tion by deciding to collect from her allies only suf- 
ficient te meet her debt to United States, has failed 
owtng to the failure of her debtors to meet their 
obligations, and to the action of United States in 
erecting trade barriers. 


As Donald Marvin, economist for the Royal 
Bank points out in the current circular letter of 
the bank, when the debt terms were settled in 1923, 
U.S. was buying $404,000,000 worth of goods annu- 
ally from Britain. In 1931 this had dropped to §77,- 
500,000. Debt payments in 1931 amounted to about 
$160,000,000 or more than twice the amount of the 
U.S. purchases from Britain. With war debts total- 
ling a greater amount than the purchases by United 
States, or than the gold in the outside countries, an 
impossible condition of repayment is created. 

The obligations were created in trade. It was 
contemplated that they would be liquidated in 
trade. They can only be repaid in trade. With the 
stream of trade interfered with by artificial means, 
the current dwindles away and the whole interplay 
of economic forces is affected. 
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Though Canada owes no direct war debt to 
United States, the present situation is replete with

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Health and Diet Advice

HOT SPRINGS ARE BENEFICIAL IF RIGHT 
DIET IS USED 


In many parts of the world mineral springs 
flourish and have achieved quite a reputation for 
being beneficial in many disorders. Many of the 
customers of these springs return regularly each 
year for a course of treatmen'. A chemical exam- 
ination of the waters of the different springs shows 
a remarkable variation, some waters containing 
large amounts of calucium carbonate and others 
predominating in ferric oxide. In al! of them 
there are traces of different substances, such as 
silicie acid, boric acid and calcium phosphate. 

In spite of the great variety of minerals found 
in the different watrs, there is no doubt that some 
people are benefited. In my opinion there are 
several reasons why this may take place. No mat- 
ter what theory is given to account for the dis- 
appearance of a disorder, there is no doubt that 
a change for the better is produced if there is an 
elimination of toxins from the system. An ex- 
pulsion of such poisons may be stimulated by the 
use cf laxatives, by increased exercise, by deep 
brea.aing and by inducing copious perspiration. A 
comb\nation of all of these methods would, of 
course, bring about more rapid and more perm- 
ancni results if in addition a short fast from food 
is used and frequent enemas. If such a course of 
treatment were followd by correct diet, the most 
good habits from the bad ones which were re- 
remarkable benefits might be expected. 

The drinking of large quantities of water, as is 
done in most spring resorts, gives the system a 
large amount of liquid to assist in the elimination 
of the more solid wastes. You can easily under- 
stand how the sick and ailing are at least tempor- 
arily benefited by their trips to mineral springs. 
Bathing in these hot alkaline waters induces cop- 
ious sweating and this, in addition to the drinking 
of the alkaline water, cures at the same time 
an over-acid stomach present in most diseases. 
However, these spring waters do not possess any 
magic properties you could not purchase in any 
drug store and add to the water in your own bath- 
tub. The minerals probably assist in eliminating 
the excess effete matter from the body both by 
their alkaline effects on the over-acid body and 
their laxative effect. The minerals probably also 
act as eparers for the vital minerals in the blood 
and other tissues 

It is, however, well to remember that a cure 
is in itself not necessarily permanent. After a cure 
or recovery, it is aiways necessary to change to 
treatment were followed by correct diet, the most 
sponsible for the disease in the first place. If this 
is not done, you will be forced to go through a 
similar eliminating regimen in a short time. 

Probably the mild minerals in most spring 
waters are more beneficial than the use of stronger 
drugs to produce elimination. The one important 
benefit, in my estimation, is the encouragement 
patients at these springs receive to drink a greater 
supply of water than they are accustomed to tak- 
ing; in fact, the drinking of a large amount of 
wholesome water, regardless of the kind, is bene- 
ficial in all but a few disorders. 

While it is better to live in harmony with 
Nature's laws so that one does not need to seek 
a cure, one may, nevertheless, feel the need of a 
ettbr housecleaning occasionally. If you do, choose 
such simple methods as fasting and enemas or take 
a trip to some mineral springs where you carn 
vacation and at the same time wash yourself in- 
side and outside with large quantities of cleansing 
water. I believe that most mineral springs would 
achieve more satisfactory results if, in addition to 
the treatments they use, a study was also made 
of the beneficial effects of correct dieting. Un- 
fortunately, in most springs very little or no use 
is made of diet. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUUESTION: Miss Geraldine P. writes: “I 
can't digest my food and I feel nauseated all the 
time. The doctor said it was my gall bladder and 
gave me some medicine. I do all right as long as 
I take a dose before eating, but can't take this 
medicine the rest of my life. I have always been 
able to eat everything. Now, when I have a bad 
spell, I can't eat anything for a few days.” 

ANSWER: It is because you have “eaten every- 
thing” that you are now not able to eat anything. 
Just give nature a chance by taking a fast and 
allowing the gall-bladder and liver to empty out 
and catch up with their work. If medicines re- 
lieve you, it is a sure thing that a fast will cure 
you. After that, regulate your diet scientifically 


and stop “eating everything.”
